Students 
are*  reminded  that  those  who  are 
under  21  years  of  age  must  have 
signature  of  their  parent  or  guar- 


dian. 

In  order  to  stimulate  enthus- 
iasm in  this  very  important  con- 
tribution to  the  Korean  war,  a 
thermometer,  showing  the  pro- 
gress of  the  drive,  has  been  set 
up  in  the  Smith  lobby.  Names  of 
all  blood  donors  will  also  be 
placed  upon  an  honor  roll  that 
will  be  sent  to  the  White  House. 

According  to  those  in  charge 
of  the  drive,  all  blood  received 
here  at  BYU  will  be  sent  directly 
to  the  fighting  forces  in  Korea. 
Another  unique  feature  of  the 
drive  is  the  fact  that  campus  traf- 
fic fines  may  be  paid  by  donating 
a pint  of  blood. 

And  as  an  added  stimulus  to 
members  of  the  ROTC,  the  Spon- 
sors will  hold  an  exchange  party 
with  the  squadron  donating  the 
most  blood. 

Regional  blood  officials  have 
been  having  a difficult  time  meet- 
ing their  monthly  quota,  so  to  a 
large  extent  they  are  depending 
on  donations  from  the  univers- 
ities in  Utah.

Price  of  Popularity 

When  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Ezra  Taft  Ben- 
son, said  that  government  price  supports  on  basic 
farm  commodities  should  be  used  only  as  “disas- 
ter insurance,”  he  wasn’t  talking  like  a politician. 

Rather,  he  was  trespassing  on  the  ground  of 
America’s  largest  lobby,  the  farmer.  No  true  poli- 
tician would  risk  an  election  by  talking  like  an 
economist. 

So  it  wasn’t  surprising  when  the  politicians  in 
Congress  quickly  fired  a blast  back  at  Secretary 
Benson.  One  sarcastically  said  that  if  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  thought  price  supports  had 
ruined  the  farmer’s  initiative,  the  farmers  might 
show  surprising  initiative  in  "replacing  this  ad- 
ministration.” 

That’s  where  the  Secretary  stands — in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  hottest,  most  difficult  domestic  problem 
since  the  depression.  Farm  prices  have  dropped 
11  per  cent  in  the  past  year,  and  beef  prices  have 
skidded  30  per  cent  from  the  pre-Korean  high.  A 
year  ago  cattle  sold  for  $179  a head,  now  the  price 
per  head  is  $128,  yet  this  is  still  far  above  the 
1942-52  average  of  $96.60. 

By  looking  at  the  figures,  it  seems  that  the 
farmers  should  not  have  too  much  to  complain 
about — they  are  more  prosperous  today  than  they 
were  before  the  Korean  war.  Nevertheless,  there 
has  been  pressure*  from  Congress  for  government

Deep  in  Our  Hearts 

A week  ago  Vad'al  Peterson’s  Redskins  had  a 
one-game  edge  over  the  Wattsmen,  but  the  edge 
was  neutralized  as  the  Cougars  nicked  out  a vic- 
tory by  a 12-point  margin  last  Saturday. 

Cougar  fans  gloatingly  dug  deeply  into  the 
salve  of  victory  and  rubbed  it  into  the  wounds 
suffered  in  last  fall’s  painful  football  defeat  to 
the  Utes. 

Now  the  Utah  fans  look  for  vengeance  Satur- 
day when  the  Wattsmen  walk  into  the  Redskin 
arena  to  try  for  another  victory.  And  so  the  rival- 
ry continues,  spearheaded  by  football  and  basket- 
ball. 

Stan  Watts  has  directed  the  Cougars  in  basket- 
ball since  1950,  and  in  1951  and  1952  h*e  has  led 
the  Cats  to  conference  championship  plus  one 
NIT  victory.  But  he  dropped  six  of  the  12  games 
he  played  with  the  Utes. 

Even  in  1951  when  the  Cougars  won  the  NIT 
they  lost  three  out  of  five  to  the  Peterson  quintet. 
The  Y has  played  basketball  with  Utah  80  times

support  of  beef.  The  fact  that  there  are  two  mil- 
lion more  cattle  on  the  range  now  than  there  were 
two  years  ago  doesn’t  mean  that  prices  should  go 
down  to  a vote-conscious  congressman. 

Secretary  Benson’s  position  is  clear.  He  favors 
price  supports  as  an  emergency  measure  to  pre- 
vent disaster,  but  wants  as  little  government  con- 
trol as  is  good  for  the  country.  To  him  that  means 
very  little,  but  to  a public  accustomed  to  20  years 
of  inflation  brought  about  by  war,  and  in  part, 
by  government  programs,  Secretary  Benson  talks 
a strange  and  unknown  tongue.  He  thinks  “un- 
economical production”  should  be  eliminated,  i.e. 
he  doesn’t  see  the  wisdom  of  the  government 
spending  millions  to  pay  for  food  that  we  can’t  eat. 

There  is  no  easy  solution  to  the  agricultural 
problem,  but  we  hope  that  the  status  of  the  Ameri- 
can farmer  at  the  end  of  Secretary  Benson’s  term 
will  not  be  determined  by  political  expediency.  We 
hope  the  good  of  the  entire  country  will  be  the 
guiding  thought  of  all  agricultural  programs. 

There’s  not  much  hope  for  this,  though. 

Senator  Eastland  (D.,  Miss.)  gave  us  the  poli- 
ticians’ succinct  answer. 

“The  farmer  is  going  to  Irave  price  sup- 
ports and  he  will  vote  for  the  party  which 
passes  them.” 

From  here  it  looks  as  if  disaster  insurance  is 
not  as  popular  as  prosperity  insurance.

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New  Sports  Photography 
Introduced  at  Y Game 


Something  new  in  basketball 
photography  was  introduced  Sat- 
urday night  at  the  U of  U vs. 
BYU  basketball  game  when  Lynn 
Wakefield  took  photographic  se- 
quence shots  of  the  game. 

The  camera  used  was  a K-24 
aerial  camera  adapted  for  that 
specific  purpose.  It  takes  pictures 
at  the  rate  of  three  per  second 
so  a continued  sequence  of  the 
game  can  be  obtained.  “Not  only 
that,”  said  Mr.  Wakefield,  “but 
you  can  take  one  picture  or  a 
dozen.  If  the  play  is  slow,  you  can 
stop  until  something  exciting  hap- 
pens.” 

Photographic  sequence  is  com- 
paratively new,  and  practically 
unheard  of  in  collegiate  sports. 
“A  few  eastern  colleges  use  it, 
and  also  a few  newspapers,”  Mr. 
Wakefield  stated. 

“I  have  worked  with  photo- 
graphic sequences  for  about  three 
years.  It  has  been  outside  work 
like  track  meets  and  hot  rod  rac- 
ing. 

“The  biggest  difficulty  we  have 
with  photographing  basketball 
games  is  getting  enough  light. 
We  don’t  use  a flash  at  all,  and 
there  isn’t  sufficient  light  in  any 
fieldhouse  in  the  conference. 
Wyoming  is  no  exception.” 

Photographic  sequence  is  more 
expensive  than  regular  flash 
shots  because  so  many  shots  are 
taken.  “Usually  there  are  about 
eight  shots  taken  with  a flash 
camera  at  a single  game  but  with 
this  camera  we  used  about  $28 
worth  of  film,”  explained  the 
photographer.  It  takes  longer  to 
produce  the  pictures  because 
there  are  so  man£  more  to  de- 
velop and  print,  and  they  have  to 
be  put  in  their  sequence.”

1*  For  hundreds  of  years  the  coast  of 
Baffin  Island  in  Northern  Canada  has  been 
an  Eskimo  home  and  hunting  ground.  The 
Baffin  Island  Eskimos  were  known  through- 
out the  North  for  their  skill  as  seal  hunters 
and  fishermen.  They  lived  on  raw  seal  meat 
and  raw  fish.  Their  existence,  while  primi- 
tive, was  a happy  one. 


2*  Eight  years  ago  the  Cana- 
dian government  set-up  a sys- 
tem of  family  allowance  under 
which  the  Baffin  Island  Eskimos 
received  $5  a month  for  each 
child— as  did  all  other  Canadi- 
ans. These  allowances,  called  “kenauyak- 
sait”  by  the  Eskimos,  represented  more 
money  than  most  of  them  had  ever  seen  at 
one  time. 


3* To  the  Eskimos,  their  new-found  wealth 
meant  they  didn’t  have  to  hunt  seals  or 
catch  fish  any  more.  Most  of  them  left  their 
hunting  and  fishing  grounds  and  moved  in 
close  to  the  trading  posts  where  they  re- 
ceived their  monthly  handouts  and  could 
buy  the  niceties  of  civilization. 


4.  The  Eskimos'  new  life  was  soft  and 
easy— for  they  had  complete  security.  But 
because  they  no  longer  needed  to  provide 
for  themselves  they  lost  all  vigor  and  am- 
bition. As  a result,  the  government  is  now 
trying  to  get  them  to  move  away  from  the 
trading  posts  and  start  producing  or  forfeit 
their  allowances.  But  this 
is  next  to  impossible  to  ac- 
complish. For  the  Eskimos 
have  grown  to  depend  on 
their  security  so  much 
that  they  have  no  desire 
to  return  to  their  former 
life  of  freedom  and  inde- 
pendence. 


5*  The  important  point  of  the  story  is 
this:  enslavement  by  security  isn’t  some- 
thing that  happens  only  to  Eskimos.  In  fact, 
millions  of  people  all  over  the  world  see 
nothing  wrong  with  a welfare  society.  But 
welfare  plans  are  like  dope.  The  doses  are 
small  and  pleasant  at  first,  but  they  eventu- 
ally enslave  us.  For  that  reason,  we  Ameri- 
cans must  maintain  our  self-reliance,  our 
productivity  and  our  freedom.  For  these 
things,  after  all,  are  responsible  for  Ameri- 
ca’s greatness.
